Havana, Jan. 18.—The cross-exam i­ 
nation of E stes G. Rathbone, ex-direc­ 
tor of posts of Cuba, at yesterday’s 
session of the court which is trying 
the charges growing out of the Cuban 
postoffice frauds, brought out no new 
facts.

W ashington and that Rathbone had 
made him chief of finance bureau of 
tho Cuban postoffice department after 
th© organization of the Cuban postal 
serviqe.

after the sales to collectors fell off he 
gevr th© surcharged stam ps to Senor 
Moya, a Cuban stam p clerk In the 
Havana postoffice, instructing him to 
sell them.
